WAR NOTICE 
Medical Supervision and Attendance at Air-raid Shelters 


The following is the text of a letter which has been sent by 
the Ministry of Health to the Common Council of the City 
of London and to Metropolitan Borough Councils. 


“1.1 am directed by the Minister of Health to state for the 
information of the council that, in conjunction with the Minister of 
Home Security, he has had under consideration the arrangements 
to be made for medical supervision and attendance at public air-raid 
shelters, and to request that action on the following lines may be 
taken forthwith. 

2. The Minister considers it necessary in the first place that there 
should be frequent and regular inspections by the medical officer 
of health or his assistant medical staff of each public shelter in 
the council’s area in order that the medical officer may fully 
acquaint himself with, and be in a position to initiate action on, 
the health conditions in the shelter. He understands that many 
authorities have already arranged for such inspections, but where 
they have not already done so he would urge that they should be 
begun immediately. 

3. So far as it is found necessary for the council to engage 
additional assistance the Minister is prepared to agree to the 
employment of such assistance and to reimburse from Exchequer 
funds reasonable additional expenditure incurred thereon. Any 
engagement of such staff should be reported to the Minister as soon 
as possible. 

4. Secondly, the Minister regards it as essential that the services 
of a general medical practitioner should be readily available during 
the night for attendance at shelters on any case of illness or 
accident. For the larger shelters or groups of shelters a doctor 
should make a nightly visit and be available if called upon at all 
times during the night. For shelters of the largest type it may be 
desirable to have a doctor present throughout the night. 

5. The Minister trusts that the council will engage the services of 
the necessary medical staff at once, after consultation with the 
appropriate Local Medical War Committee or Committees, who 
will supply nominations. Reasonable expenditure under this head 
will be reimbursed from Exchequer funds. 

6. The following scale of payments, which has been agreed with 
the British Medical Association, should be adopted for this 
purpose. 

(i) For a doctor who is called to a shelter to which he is not 
attached as a resident or visiting doctor: 
s. 
(a) If not more than two persons are treated 
and the attendance does not exceed half 
an hour ae 10 6 
(b) If more than two persons are wate or 
if the attendance exceeds half an hour, 
and in either case the attendance does 


not exceed one hour 1 1 
(c) If the attendance exceeds one hour pe 
does not exceed two hours 


(ii) For a doctor who pays a visit to a shelter or group of 
shelters at least once a night and is available to attend at any 
time during the night, £1 Is. 

(iii) For a doctor who is required to stay on duty in a shelter 
for the whole night, a salary at the rate of £500 a year plus 
a further £100 a year if he has to provide a separate residence. 
(This fee should be taken to include the provision of a deputy 
when the doctor is not able to attend personally.) 


7. The council should also provide a nurse, preferably a trained 
nurse, in each large shelter. Where nurses cannot be secured else- 
where, trained nurses, assistant nurses, or nursing auxiliaries of the 
Civil Nursing Reserve may be used, if they are willing to under- 
take the work and they can be obtained from the Local Emergency 
Organization (that is, the London County Council). They would 
be regarded as seconded from the Reserve. 

8. The rates of pay for these nurses should be those laid down 
for the Civil Nursing Reserve, and reasonable expenditure under 
this head will be reimbursed from Exchequer funds. 


9. Expenditure incurred by the council in pursuance of this | 


circular may be included in the claims made by the council on the 
Ministry of Home Security for reimbursement of pay of civil 
defence personnel. 

10. A. further circular will be addressed to the council very 
shortly indicating the arrangements to be made for the installation 
in large shelters of .medical aid posts. 

F 11. A copy of this circular is being sent to the medical officer of 
ealth.”’

*," The. Secretary of the B.M.A. writes: The Ministry of 
Labour has been asked for a ruling as to the position under 
the Unemployment Insurance Act, 1940, of medical practi- 
tioners holding salaried hospital or other institutional appoint- 
ments. The Ministry’s reply is that employment under any 
public or local authority as a duly qualified medical practi- 
tioner is excepted from the payment of unemployment insurance 
contributions, but that unemployment insurance contributions 
are payable in respect of medical practitioners holding salaried 
appointments at voluntary hospitals where the remuneration 
plus emoluments is at a rate not exceeding in value £420 a 
year. The Ministry adds that income from other sources, 
whether earned or unearned, cannot be added to the remunera- 
tion from an employment for the purpose of determining 
whether that employment is excepted from the provisions of 
the Act. 


Medical Calling Up 
Sir,—l much regret that “ Territorial” (Supplement. Octo- 


ber 26, p. 35) “lies perspiring™” on his camp bed suffering 
from “rather nasty qualms.” He fears. that “these rather 


unpleasant young persons” are not playing the game. Let — 


him consider both sides.. Many civilians, non-medical and 
medical, are doing important national work at home without 


the glory of the uniform. I am a comparatively young 
specialist holding a senior hospital appointment. 1 offered 
my services on the first day of this war and was politely but 
definitely told that | was of more value meantime in this 
area. Since then I have on_several occasions made it known 
to high authority that | am prepared at any time to join 
any of the three Services in the branch of medicine in which 
1 am best qualified. Meantime income from private practice 
has dropped to a much lower level, but work has increased, 
All the work is of national importance, and much is con- 
nected with the Army. 

Whether or not I shall eventually be in uniform will depend 
on higher authorities, but 1 am British enough to view both 
sides. Why worry about after the war? Our present object 
is to win it, and to that end the Services and civilians must 
work.—I am, etc.,
